From an Engtish Paper. 


Mrs. Higginbottom's Bonnet. 


| Bow-Srnrer.—A charge of assault, arising 
out of the practice of ladies wearing large bon- 
nets at places of amusement, was yesterday 
heard before Mr. Minsuv Lu. ’ 

The complainant (a gentleman of foftune, 
_named Sadd, who resides at West-lane, Kilburn) 
| stated, that on Saturday might last, he went to 
| the pit of Covent-garden Theatre, in company 
_with a Mrs. Higginbdottom aad her son. They 
| Were seated quietly in the pit wiinessing the 
| performance, when Mrs. Higginbottom com- 
| plained that the defendant (who subsequently 
|} stated that his name was James Hutchinson) 
| Was annoying her exceedingly, by sticking his 
| knees and elbows in her back. On remonstrat- 
|ing with the defendant, he grew exceedingly 
| abusive, calling Mrs. Higginbottom a > 
| and finally seized him (t®e complainant) by the 
\collar, tore the buttons from the collar of his 

shirt, and also tore his coat to tatters. <A boy, 

who was of the defendant’s party, held his (the 
| complainant's) hands while he was abused and 
| beaten, AfteF the play was over, the defen- 
| dant gave his name and address, but the other 
| persons who were with him, and assisted in the 
assault, refused to do so. 

The complainant showed the coat which he 
had worn on the occasion, and which exhibited 
several large rents. ‘‘This is a dumb witness, 
your Worship,’’ he continued, holding up the 
tattered garment, ‘‘of the defendant’s vio- 
lence.”’ 

Mrs. Higginbottom’s son confirmed the state- 
ment of the complainant, and swore positively 
that the defendant was the most violent of the 
party, and that he applied the epithet 
to his mother. 

Mr. Hutchinson, who was attended by his so- 
licitor, stated in his defence, that he went to the 
theatre on the night in question, accompanied 
by a friend, who was now present, and a young 
gentleman, who was at the boarding-school in 
Greenwich. The latter happened to sit immedi- 
ately behind a lady who was with the complain- 
ant, and whose bonnet was so exceedingly large 
that the young gentleman was prevented from 
witnessing the performance. The defendant’s 
friend requested her to remove the cause of an- 
noyance, as several ladies had done, who were 
whungclose by. Thelas oanswer, 
young gentleman was transferred to a seat on 
the advanced bench. ‘lI his movement the com- 
plainant resisted, when he (the defendant) took 
him by the collar, and insisted upon the young 
gentleman being accommodated with a seat, 
there being sufficient room upon the bench.— 
The defendant added, that he did not either 
strike the complainant or tear his coat; and de- 
nied further, having used any offensive term 
towards Mrs. Higginbottom. 

** Who are you, Mr. Hutchinson?’’ asked the 
Magistrate.—‘tI am in the Stock-Exchange,’’ 
replied the defendant, ‘‘and can bring forward 
persons of the first respectability in the cily to 
speak in my behalf.’’ 

‘** You certainly give a very different version 
of the business,’’ observed Mr. MinsHu.t; 
‘have you any witness to contirm your state- 
ment?’’ **Here is a gentleman who was present 
when the alleged assault took place,’’ said the 
defendant, ‘‘and who is willing to be sworn.”’ 

A gentleman accordingly stepped forward, 
and said his name was Lomas, and that his con- 
nections in the city were also.of the highest re. 
spectability. He then stated that the account 
given by Mr. Hutchinson was quite cerrect, and 
that he was the person who had requested the 
lady to remove her bonnci, which was one of 
the most outrareGus dimensions, and more re- 
| sembled % nay-stack in bulk than a lady’s head- 
uress. Having taken the scat from which the 
young gentleman had been driven, he (Mr. Lo- 
mas) said to the lady, ‘* Really, Madam, your 
bonnet is of such a tremendous size, that I can- 
not see a particle of the performance: I must 
trouble you to remove it.’’ An altercation then 
began between the complainant and Mr. Hutch- 
inson; but the latter never struck the former, 
nor did he apply the term to the fe- 
male, although her conduct Was any thing but 
that ofa lady. 

Mr. Minsuutt asked Mr. Higginbottom if 
he meant to swear that the defendant had ap- 
plied the obnoxious epithet mentioned to his 
mother?—Mr. Higginbottom declared upon hie 
oath that he had stated the fact. 

Mr. Minsuvuti.—The charge of assault is 
proved, and I must call upon Mr. Hutchinson to 
find bail. 

A gentleman, who declined to give his name, 
but who said he was a friend of the complainant, 
and a householder in Berkeley-square, said he 
hoped Mr. Lomas would also be called upon to 
enter into securities, he having been one of the 
persons by whom Mr. Sadd had been assaulted. 

Mr. Minsunuty.—I shall certainly call upon 
Mr. Lomas to find bail also. [ am quite con- 
vinced of the respectability of aJl parties, and 
am induced to believe that the defendant and bis 
friends were irritated in consequence of the re- 
fusal of the lady to take off her bonnet. The 
practice of ladies wearing large bonnets at 
theatres, and other places of public amusement, 
is certainly very reprehensible. 

The two defendants were then allowed to de- 
part, Mr. Thomas Sidney Hewett, solicitor, of 
| Tokenhouse-yard, having become one of their 
sureties, and they having engaged to produce 
| another. 








A late number of the Pensacola Gazette gives

MESDAMES PISARONI AND MONTICELLL 

Pisaroni isa wonder. Her ugliness is of 
the most eminent and distinguished kind, but 
the beauties of her art triumph over it; and as 
we listen to her voice, we learn even to look at 
her with pleasure—a pleasure resulting from 
the contemplation of talent conquering the 
unkindness of nature. If Pasta was the 
Siddons of the lyric stage, Pisaroni is the 
Kean. She has to surmount a host of out- 
ward disadvantages by the force of the merit 
that is within, and she will accomplish the 
task, or we are greatly mistaken, though our 
public has so much more eve than ear, and 
is mightly addicted to lookiag at the merits 
of singers. There is, however, such beauty 
in music that it is surely a wantonness of 
luxury to require its association with person- 
al loveliness; it is indeed gilding refined gold, 
and adding perfume to the violet.—If the 
public had a genuine and healthy taste tor 
the art they professed to love, they would re- 
gard professors chiefly with relation to their 
excellency init. Eyes and eyebrows, mouth 
and tecth, nay, foot and ankle, would not of 
necessity enter into the popularity of a vo- 
calist. It were betterthatthe stage picture 
were handsome than ugly; but the beauty 
should be hailed asa lucky accident, and not 
accounted an essential. Shall we preter jays, 
with their screaming voices, to nightingsles 
with dull plumage? Loveliness, voice, and 
skill, sometimes concur, as in the instance of 
that bird of paradise. Madame Roozi di Beg- 
nis, who united in herself every form of excel- 
lence—delightful as a singer, and as an 
actress, an O'Neill or a Jordan, as the se- 
rious or the comic happened to be the part 
allotted. Such cases are rarities, and all 
the natural endowments and talents of the 
plain are left uncultivated, because it is 
known that the public make comeliness an 
ingredient in their musical judgments. Now 
as there are in the world more women 
without Leauty than with it—and the pro- 
bability is that the greater amount of musical 
capacity is to be found in the greater number 
—-our prejudices obviously betray us into 
very bad economy. We are forbidding the 
growth of the corn because the land does 
not hear roses. The example of Pisaroni 
—aand, as itis an extreme one, so itis the 
more serviceable—may cure us of this bad 
habit of judgment; and the day of St. Ceci- 
lia may arrive when the beauty of a voca- 
list may be as little thought of as the beau- 
ty of Mr. Brougham, and the artist be con- 
sidered only with relation to the art. The

rant of the person from whence it proceeded, 
we should doubt whether it were mascu- 
line after having decided that it was not fe- 
minine. Iler management of this voice of 
doubtful gender is excellent. Awkward as 
Pisaroni is in person, her acting nevertheless 
is animated by an intelligence which re- 
deems it from the ungainly, and renders it 
almost interesting. When making this ob- 
servation it must not be denied that we pro- 
bably saw her to peculiar advantage in the 
part of Malcolm Grame, as she presents 
that hard favoured visage which would seem 
proper to an inhabitant of the highlands. 
There is a topical and therefore dramatic 
fitness in her covnteaance in this character. 
But in whatever else she appears in, her per- 
sous! disadvantages should be flung into the 
scale of her merits, for, in conquering the 
vulgar effect of them, she has given the 
strongest manifestation of her powers. Of 
Monticelli we have little to say.

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A WHALER. 
Those who have never taken the trouble or 
never have had an opportunity of visiting a whale 
ship, fitted for a three years cruize beyond Cape 
Horn, will be ignorant of what they have lost 
until a leisure moment is profitably employed in 
that way. There, between the plank and tim- 
bers of a ship of four hundred tons, is a little 
world—a monarchy in miniature, withan Empe- 
ror whose power is absolute as that ofthe Moon’s 
twin brother who reigns in China, and with oc- 
cupations as various as are to be found ina house 
of industry. There is employed at his forge a 
blacksmith, and here as deliberately following 
his avocation, a carpenter, while near at hand 
is to be seen the sailmaker pursuing the even te- 
nor of his seam, and whiling away the time with 
asong. The whole deck from the tafrail to the 
heel of the bowsprit, presents to the eye of the 
beholder the idea and the picture of a communi- 
ty who know of nothing beyond the bulwarks, 
and to whom every thing further off was the 
same as if it never had existed. Just forward of 
the main mast is seen, deeply embedded im bricks 
and mortar, a huge boiler that looks.as if the 
wates of the Pacific itself were to be heated, and 
the whale and mis-shapen walrus boiled toa 
jelly, and started into casks for New England 
consumption. Abaft this is the camboose, or 
**office of the doctor,’’ as the sailors are in the 
habit of calling the cook, and truly it is a place 
that will be looked upon for the three succeeding 
years with not a little interest, as the source from 
whence emanates the supplies of beef and pork, 
but without any thing to recommend it to the 
attention of strangers, who are less interested. 
Next to the deck, in point of interest, is the 
steerage, filled with implements of destruction to 
big fish that swim in the far off seas of other cli- 
mates, and tenanted by the boatstecrers, who are 
to make the first incision of the person of the 
black lord of the ocean. Here too isthe tackle 
with which his blubber is torn off his huge bonea, 
and hoisted on board, and here is the knife and 
spade Wat render them manageable. Separated 
from the steerage by a slight partition, is the ca- 
bin, the seat of government, within the precincts 
of which no man must come with his hat on. It 
is an eating, a sleeping, and a sitting room, be- 
sides being a store house of rum, tobacco, and 
“slop work,’’ which articles are taken out by 


the Captain for retail, and which sometimes eat 
up the entire voyage of a fore mast hand. The 
cabin, too, is occasionally a work shop, if occa- 
ston require it, and the sailors aver that many a 
small job is done beneath the quarter deck. 

But of all carious places the fore casile is the 
most so. There in a little room not more than 
a dozen feet square, are stowed, headsand points, 
twenty men, with their chests, their bedding, 
and their small stores for a three years cruize. — 
There they are, through heat and through cold, 
day after day, and month after month, wedged 
into a space that would destroy so many rats; 
and yet living, singing, and growing fat, by far 
the happiest of the ship’s company, With a bel- 
ly futt of beef, a horn of grog, and an ‘eight 
barrel whale,” they envy not tte wealthy or ihe 
great, and they fear nothing but the lance pole 
of the first mate. The forecastle is also a maga- 
zine of wonderful stories, and songs about “bloady 
loveyers.’’— Many isthe weatherbeaten tar, who, 
seated upon a sea chest, has recounted to his 
toilworn companions, stories of ghosts at sea, 
and wonderful sounds heard during night watches,

His letter to 
the Suerirr of New Yorx county, announ- 
cing his determination with respect to the 
first oamed of these wretched criminals, 
appears to us worthy of republication.

Albany, April 25, 1829. 

Sir—I have received a petition for pardon, in 
behalf of Richard Johnson, in your custody, 
under sentence of death, for murder, and a state- 
ment of the proceedings of the trial, and have 
bestowed upon the case that attention which the 
importance and painful interest of the subject 
demanded. . 
The killing was in the presence of witnesses, 
and the manner in which it was perpetrated is 
not a matter of doubt or dispute. It was done 
deliberately. The pistol was put in order and 
prepared for the occasion; it was twice discharg- 
ed; and its contents were each time lodged in 
the body of the deceased. The tragic deed was 
the result of a previous misunderstanding be- 
tween the parties of several days continuance: 
and the proximate cause a personal struggle, 
commenced on his part with angry feelings, and 
carried on with a sufficient interval before its fa- 
tal termination, for reflection. The means em- 
ployed were certain to produce death, and they 
were persevered in, with an apparently inflexi- 
ble determination to accomplish the death of the 
miserable victim of his violence. During several 
preceding days he exhibited those appearances 
of gloom, abstraction of mind, and depression of 
spirits, which indicate a bosom deeply agitated 
with violent passions and a mind occupied with 
absorbing subjects. 
It is urged in his favor that his mind was de- 
ranged when the deed was donc—-and he had 
before sustained a good character, and was of 
an amiable and benevolent disposition. 
The question of insanity was a matter in issue 
on the trial, and the jury after hearing all the tes- 
timony decided against him. I see nothing im the 
evidence to induce me to doubt the correctness 
of their verdict in that respect. : 
evidence in a doubtful case, to be duly weighed 
by the Jury in pronouncing upon the intent, and 
appeals to our sympathy, does not afford a suf- 
ficient reason for arresting the course of justice. 
It is in proof, however, upon this point, that 
he had lived in a licentious intercourse with this 
woman for several years, and their intimacy has 
iw the ordinary progress of vice, terminated in 
the highest misdeeds. 
The laws have pronounced his doom, and de- 
clared him a fit object of exemplary punishment, 
and I do not feel justified in interposing the exe- 
cutive arm, to defeat their politic deeds. 
I must therefore request you, to communicate 
to the wretched convict my decision without de- 
lay, that he may prepare himself to meet his 
fate, and make his peace with his oflended God.
